She returned from a visit to 
her son, Lyon G. Tyler, a t Williamsburg 
Sunday and was intending to leave Mon­ 
day to visit another son, but was taken ill 
and died in the afternoon. 
Silo loaves four 
children—Lyon G. Tyler, 
President of 
W illiam and Mary college, Virginia, G ar­ 
diner G. Tyler of Charles City county, Vir­ 
ginia; Dr. Lncklan Tyler of W ashington, 
and Mrs. W illiam Ellis of Montgomery 
county. 
Mrs. Tyler was tho second wife 
of the ex-President. She was born on Gar 
diner’s island. Now York, and first met her 
husband in 1844 while visiting W ashington 
with her father. 
A t the invitation of the 
President they attended a pleasure excur­ 
sion down the Potomac on the war steamer 
Princeton, during which her father was 
killed by the bursting of a gun. 
His body 
was taken to the Whito House, and Miss 
Gardiner was thrown a good deal into the 
society of tho President, owing to tho 
peculiar 
circumstances 
attending 
her 
father's death. 
President 
Tyler’s first 
wife bad died shortly after ho entered tho 
W hite House, and he paid Miss Gardiner 
marked attention, resulting in their m ar­ 
riage in New York June 26, 1844. For the 
succeeding 
eight 
months of President 
Tyler’s term she presided over the W hite 
House with tact, 
grace, and dignity. 
After March 4, 1845, Mrs. 
Tyler retired 
with her husband to tho seclusion of tl^eir 
country place, “ Sherwood Forest,” on the 
banks of the James river, Virginia. 
She 
remained in Virginia until after the civil 
war, her husband having died about the. 
beginning of the strife, and then went to 
reside a t her mother’s residence on Castle­ 
ton Hill, Staten island. 
After several 
years residence there she removed to Rich­ 
mond, Va., where she died. 
Mrs. Tyler 
was a Roman Catholic in religion.

The 
bridge was about twenty feet high and a 
single arch-structure, and was crossed by 
a street-car track.

T errible Storm Near Greensburg, 
Much Property Destroyed. 
G r e e n sb u r g, Ta., July l l . — One of tho 
most destructive storms that ever occurred 
in this section passed over tho northern end 
of this county last evening about 4 o’clock. 
Rain fell in torrents and the creeks for 
miles around tho mining village of Crab 
Tree overflowed and crops of wheat, hay, 
and oats were carried down the streams. 
Tfie waters of Crab Tree and Thom creeks 
were the most damaging. 
Trees were up­ 
rooted in their course and buildings situ­ 
ated on their banks have boon swept away. 
Every bridge on both creeks from Crab 
Tree to Saltsburg has l>oen (arried away 
and two or threo hundred yards of tho 
Crab Tree branch railroad has been com­ 
pletely washed out. 
No lives have as yet 
been reported lost. 
A hailstorm followed, and was most dis­ 
astrous to the com crop, and it is thought 
to be entirely destroyed. 
The storm em­ 
braced an area of about thirty milos, and 
in many places tho wheat which had been 
cut by the farmers in tho morning was car­ 
ried down the stream in shocks. 
At Salem 
and at Five Points and all along tho Loyal 
Hanna creek tho damage is groat. 
Tho 
loss will run up into thousands of dollars. 
It is believed tho flood was caused by a 
cloudburst, inasmuch as it was confined to 
the narrow limit, the rain hero being very 
light. 
The Crab Tree railroad is a branch 
of the Pennsylvania road, and it is thought 
the full extent of tho damage to tho road 
ho£ not yet been told, as it runs for a dis­ 
tance on the flat below where tho washout 
was observed. 
The water is now falling 
rapidly.

P hiladelphia, Ta , July l l . —The re­

Tho National Textile W orkers’ union, 
which holds a charter in the American 
Federation of Labor, now has a member­ 
ship of 3,000, distributed among nineteen 
branches.

of W ashington.

About two o’clock this morning Mis 
Reed awoke and was startled by tbe

from the burning baru. 
She aroused 
her husband, but it was too late. The 
barn by this time was entirely enveloped 
in flames, and they had great difficulty 
in saving the honse which caught fire 
twice from flying cinders. 
The heat 
from the flames was tremendous and it 
was impossible to save anything in the 
barn. 
Pieces of burning timber and 
smoke Mow in perfect clouds for a dis­ 
tance of a quarter of a mile. 
Mr. Reed fortunately 
turned 
bis 
hones into the pasture the evening be­ 
fore or they would have perished in the 
fire. The light from the flames oould be 
distinctly seen from the city and for 
miles around. 
It is exceedingly unfor­ 
tunate that almost all the personal prop­ 
erty except tbe live stock were in the 
barn, ami there were many farming im­ 
plements that were of no particular 
money value, but were necessaries which 
will have to be purohoEed at many times 
the amount allowed by tbe insurance 
companies.

Prof. Parker aswell as Mrs. Parker, 
are delighted with our beautiful city, 
and will endeavor to so arrange their af­ 
fairs that they will in tha future abide 
with us, to all of which, the people will 
join tbe Gazette in bidding them “ wel­ 
come.”

* The normal ichool at River Falls 
was opened for students in the fall of 1875* 
W. D. Parker, then principal of the 
high school and 
superintendent of 
public schools of the city of Janesville, 
was unanimously elected by the board of 
regents president of tbe school, hor 
fourteen years be bas continued at tbe 
head of the school, enjoying the unabat­ 
ed and undivided confidence and respect 
of the board, the community and the pat 
tons of the sohool. 
“The task which confronted Mr. Parker 
in the organization and initial direction 
of the sohool of which he was made the 
head, can hardly be appreciated except 
by such as carefully scrutinize the situa­ 
tion. Normal schools were net a novelty 
in the state at that time, bat to organize 
each a 
sohool 
in 
tbe 
midst of 
a community where ideals relating to its 
purposes and functions were general, 
not specific, and where in the large area 
from which it was expected students 
would be drawn, scarcely any but the 
most elementary form of common schools 
existed, was an undertaking of b o ordin­ 
ary oharaoter. Scholastic standard of 
admission must be maintained, and yet 
persons of promise with meager scholar­ 
ship must not be repelled. Other stand­ 
ards equally vital must bo insisted upon* 
yet their very conceptions mast be creat­ 
ed, and their value established. A p ro -1 
fessional spirit and attitude must be J 
aroused toward the public schools in the 
publio mind as in the minds of normal 
pupils. These suggestions will indicate 
somewhat of the pioneer [work required* 
The manner and success which have 
marked the progress of the work accom­ 
plished through the school, evidence 
the skill, tact, persistence and ability 
with which President Parker has met these 
demands, overcome tbe difficulties, to 
far as it were possible to surmount ob­ 
stacles beyond the control of the school 
itself, and plaoed the sohool ia right re­ 
lation to tbe community while maintain­ 
ing true organic relations to the system 
of normal sohool work in the state. The 
sohool itself is tbe monument of heroic 
and intelligent effort which will abide to 
his honor and perpetuate his fidelity. It 
has been built up largely by his per- 
| sonal vitality and strength, ani the 
builder has been depleted as the build­ 
ing has grown in “stature aud in favor” 
of intelligent observers. 
“ President Parker has been an inde- 
fatigaole worker 
in tne 
Wisconsin 
Teachers’ Association and served it with­ 
out stint of time, expense, or energy. It 
is to be hoped that that body will no* 
lose his fellowship aod counsel. 
The 
Wisconsin Journal of Education bas hat I 
no more earnest and interested supporter 
than Mr. Parker, and no one more sox 
ins for its enlargement in influence, in 
circulation, and in power in conserving 
unit? and oo-operation in tbe teaching 
foroe in the state. 
“Whatever position President Parker 
may assume in the state or out of it, we 
are Bare he will not pass oat of grate fa 
remembrance of the two generations 
with which he has lived and labored, ant 
we have a lingering hope and belief that 
this remembrance will be mutual.” 
* * * 


Prof. Parker spent his boyhood in 
Janesville; here he attended the publio 
schools, graduating from the high school 
class of ’59, and here he loves to visit 
and take by friendship’s hand the many 
who were his companions in youth. 
It 
is. therefore, natnral that tbe people of 
Janesville will read the abo re with feel­ 
ings of pride. 
Many here have kept a 
dose watch of the steady advances made 
by Prof. Parker in his educational work 
and are gratified at his success. 
His 
recent appointment as Supervisor of the 
Free High Schools of the State, is also 
one of pleasure, not only to bis acquain­ 
tances bere, bat throughont the state, as 
it is evidence that the duties of the new 
position will be faithfully administered. 
Prof. Parker commenced his life work 
—that of teaching—immediately upon 
graduating at the high school in 1859. 
His first service was in teaching a dis­ 
trict school in the town of Rock in tbe 
fail of 1859; in 1860-62 he was principal 
of tbe first ward school in this oity; prin­ 
cipal of the Delavan high school in 
1862-66; principal of the Monroe high 
school in 1866-67; principal of the Lake 
Geneva high school in 1867-70; principal 
of the Janesville high sohool (his alma 
matre) in 1870-75, resigning his position 
in 1875 to accept the presidency of th6 
State Normal School at River Falls 
which position he held until the close of 
tbe present school year. Aside from his
